This communique is addressed to those who bear the 
hope and the future of the people. Let your guns express the 
voices of freedom. ' I am Ceneral Field Marshal CABRILLA of 
the federated forces of the Symbionese Liberation Army. I am 
also a war council member of the newly-formed United People's 
Liberation Army of America -- UPLA. This united front of urban 
guerrilla organizations was forged out of an emergency meeting 
after the events inLos Angeles last week. I have been authorized 
by the council to make certain information public from subject 1, 
2 and 3 from this historic meeting. But first 1 must say to 
you TANIA, BILL, EMILY — if you have not received our message 
through proper channels, I say to you — - regroup, regroup, do 
nothing in haste. We will unite in time. 

Subject 51: The meeting of the federated forces of 
the Symbionese Liberation Army with the guerrilla organizations 
now under the umbrella of the United People's Liberation Army. 
Purpose - To honor our heroic SLA soldiers, to expand our combat 
unit operation, to coordinate expanded combat unit operations 
through multiple organizational techniques.

1. To restructure all active underground forces

She feels responsible for the SLA members who died 
in Los Angeles last week and yet knows that there was nothing 
that she could do as an individual to change the course of 
events. She feels responsible in the sense that she feels 
everyone is responsible, as society created the conditions 
which led these individuals to take such a drastic step and 
commit their lives to an effort to change society. 


The police must have done what they had to do, though 
she wishes they would have permitted the fire department to 
move into the area sooner. 


The situation could not have turned out differently 
given the attitude of the - individuals involved. They had 
resolved to die in the end, and had accepted that death v-ould 
be the result of their actions. They did not expect to live and 
tell their story, but were committed to the apparent belief that 
through their actions a change more dramatic than through writing 
could be wrought. 



CAMILLA HALL seemed to have a fierce dedication, While 
had not seen her since joining the SLA, 4mHll^felt 
from newspaper reports of the SLA activities and from her previou 
friendship with CAMILLA HALL that HALL had made up her mind that 
she v?as ready to die when she joined the SLA. At that point 
CAMILLA was prepared to die and knew that she would die.

It is suggested that San Francisco may wish to 
obtain authentic vrriting of JAHST MARGARET VJEISS COOPER 
for comparison with the signatures on Q207 ancTQ208. 

As with the signatures on 0,207 and Q208, 

some similarities were observed in comparing the ^COOPE^ ,;3E34 
signature on 0216 with the available writing of UAllXLLi 
HALL, K23, K26, K27, K33, K3l* and K c3£. It will be necessary 
to have writing by HALL - comparable to the wJp QJ ZE S ^ Jk ignature s 
before a more adequate comparison can be made. 

As with other COO Fpffi. signatures on items previously 
submitted, some similarities were observed in comparing the 
‘COOPER.. signature on Q983 with the available known writing of 
CAMILLA HALL.

The 
Q203 cartridge has been loaded with a copper- jacketed bullet. 

The "LC 68" headstamp on specimen 0203 indicates it was originally 
manufactured for military use by the Lake City Ordnance Plant. 

It is noted that the Frontier Cartridge Company is a 
division of Uornady Manufacturing Company. Frontier now uses 
new cartridge cases bearing their ov:n headstamp. Hovrever, in 
the past /Cartridges marketed in boxes bearing the Frontier 
label have consisted of refurbished once-fired government 
cartridge cases loaded with Kornady copper— jacketed/ soft 
point bullets. Accordingly, cartridge cases originally 
manufactured for military use bearing LC, PC and v;CC heads tamps 
could be purchased in boxes bearing a Frontier label. 

Specimens Q2C5 and Q206 are .30 Carbine caliber car trio: . 
which have been loaded with copper- jacketed, soft point bullets. 

The "LC 54" and "LC 4" headstarr.ps on these cartridges indicate 
they were originally manufactured by the Lake City Ordnance Plant . 
Due to a lack of sufficient corresponding microscopic, markings , 
specimens Q205 and Q206 could not be associated with the weapons 
represented by the other cartridges and cartridge cases from the i 
abduction and robbery scenes. 

The Q7 cartridge case from Siegle’s Gun Shop and the 
Q94 through Q9 9 cartridges found at 532 9 V?entv,»orth Street 
could not be associated with the cartridges and cartridge cases 
recovered at the robbery and abduction scenes. 

Specimen Q210 is a .30 caliber copper jacket v.’hich 
was identified as having been fired from the same weapon as 
the Q9 bullet fragment embedded in wood from the window of 
2607 Benvenue Street at the abduction scene. Specimens Q2 10 
and Q9 were fired from a barrel rifled with four lands and 
grooves, right twist.

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i Specimen Q209 is a .30 caliber copper-jacketed bullet 

like that loaded into .30 Carbine caliber cartridges. Specimen 
qE96 is a .30 caliber copper jacket. Specimens Q209 and Q196 
have been fired from a barrel (s) rifled with four lands and 
grooves, right tivist, like that found on .30 caliber Unites States 
carbines. Although the rifling impressions in specimens 0209 
and Q196 are like those present in the fired bullets and bullet 
fragments recovered at the abduction and robbery scenes, no 
identifications were effected. 

The copper jacket fragment from the front door rug, 
specimen Q196, is minute and of no value for identification 
purposes . 


The Q211 and Q212 lead fragments appear to be the 
cores of copper- jacketed . bullets . These specimens are of no 
value for identification purposes. 

No traces of potassium cyanide were found in the 
submitted bullet and bullet fragments, specimens Q195, Q196, 
Q209 and Q210 through Q212. 

All of the above-listed specimens are being retained 
in the Laboratory for future comparison purposes.

r The results of the requested latent fingerprint 

examinations are being reported separately. 

Specimen Q21GA is a .30 Carbine caliber cartridge 
which was identified as having been loaded into and extracted 
from the same weapon which fired the four cartridge cases frorr 
the abduction scene, specimens Q15 through Q18, and the two 
cartridge cases found outside the bank, specimens 0213 and 
Q214. The Q201 through Q204 cartridges found in the bank were 
also loaded into and extracted from this same weapon. 

Specimen Q2167i has been loaded with a copper- jacketed 
bullet. The "LC 42" headstamp indicates it was originally 
manufactured by the Lake City Ordnance Plant. 

The Q2163 nickel-colored cartridge found in the 
vehicle contains no gunpowder and appears to be toy ammunition. 

Specimens Q232 through Q982 consist of fifteen boxes 
containing 751 .30 Carbine caliber cartridges. All of these 
cartridges have been loaded with copper— jacketed -bullets . They 
bear a "30 Ml 59" headstamp which indicates they are of Dominican 
Republic manufacture. Cartridges of this type are imported by 
the Mars Equipment Corporation, Chicago, Illinois. Nothing 
was found to indicate that any of the Q232 through Q98^ cartridges 
were loaded into or extracted from a weapon , 

Specimen Q985 is a 6mm Remington caliber cartridge of 
Remington-Peters manufacture which has been loaded with a 100- 
grain copper-jacketed, "soft point" bullet. Nothing was found 
to indicate that this cartridge has been loaded into or extracted 
from a weapon. Further, nothing was found to associate this 
cartridge with previously submitted ammunition. 

Specimens Q217, Q218, Q227 and Q228 are typical of 
automobile debris which accumulates during normal every day 
usage. The mineralogical debris in Q217, 0213 and Q227 is too 
mixed and contaminated to be of lead or comparison value 

Specimen Q228 contains numerous black silica sing 
particles and a few metal shavings. Therefore, it is likely

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that the person or persons using the 1974 Hornet were in a 
steel or iron manufacturing area inasmuch as black silica slag 
vs a common byproduct of such areas. Also, it is noted that 
black silica slag is also commonly used in sand blasting 
operations such as those conducted at Naval shipyards. 

Numerous blond and brown head hairs of Caucasian 
origin and a few black head hairs that exhibit Mongoloid 
characteristics were found in the Q217 and Q218 vacuum 
sweepings from the 1973 Ford. One blond Caucasian head hair 
was found on the Q220 paper tissue from the same car. Specimen 
Q223 includes a brown Caucasian pubic hair. The above hairs 
were mounted on glass microscope slides for possible future 
comparisons. No hairs were found on the Q219 paper tissue.

Several blond, brown and 
black Caucasian head hairs were found in the 0228 vacuum sweepings 
from the same car. These hairs "were mounted on glass microscope 
slides for possible future comparisons. The hair adhering to 
the Q229 dome light is a dog hair. No hairs were found on the 
Q225 paper tissue. 

Fibers from specimens Q225, Q227 and 0228 were placed 
in pillboxes for possible future comparisons. 

Specimen 0226 is a silk scarf with a floral design 
and which measures 10" -x 58". No labels, visible laundry 
marks or invisible laundry marks are present on the scarf. No 
hairs were found on the scarf.

The conclusion was reached that the questioned ’ ' .•> ' ■ 
writing on Q1557 and the majority of the questioned writing 
on Q1558 was prepared by CAMILLA HALL, purported writer 
of K23, K26 , K27 and K33 through K36.

ahead of the police in her

The phone rang suddenly during the 
7 P. M. news hour on KOEQ, San Fran* 
cisco's public -television station, which 
operates out of a decrepit, formerly 
abandoned warehouse in the city's in- 
dustrial slums. H was exactly 7;12 on 
Feb. IS. At the lime of the cal!, KOED's 
44-year-old. dece pi rveJy- housewifely- 
rooking Mo. t reporter. Marilyn Baker, 
was on the air with her latest findings 
in the Patricia Hears! kidnaping case. 

Mews director Joe Russin look the 
calf, and heard a muffled voice say, 
"This is the Symbionese Liberation 
Army. There's a plastic bomb — meant 
for Marilyn Baker It wifi go off at 8:1 7.” 
Then. just the hum of the dial tone.

She said. “1 don T i have to think very 
hard, I'd be in my car— on my way 
home," The bomb-squad men rushed 
.ouf Into the empty street, where the 
hood of Marilyn's car gaped open. 
Inside, they found an ignition wire 
ripped out— seemingly ready to be at- 
tached to a bomb. The cops, apparently, 
had poured out of the building soon 
enough to interrupt the bomb installer 
; in mid-task. 

The police guard on Mrs. Baker, pul 
- into effect six days earlier, was in- 
creased. And that night, her 26-year-old 
| son Jeff, an ex-marine, stood watch 
i in her living room wrlh a loaded rifle. 

it had all begun across the Bay in 
j Oakland last Nov. 6, with the assassina- 
tion of Marcus Foster, Oakland's black 
superintendent of schools. The Sym- 
bionese Liberation Army surfaced then 
to claim responsibility for the murder, 
and established its claim by mention- 
ing the cyanide -tipped buflets that had 
been used in the attack on Foster and 
his assistant Robert Blackburn (who 
I was wounded).

! Marifyn turned the evidence over 
to the Oakland police, went on the 
air with her hypotheses, and then set 
out to identify the "Mrs. DeVoto" who 
had rented the house. From references 
given to the real-estate agent, she j 
tracked down an authentic Mrs. DeVoto 1 
; in the East; when Marilyn described to 
her the 4 -foot- 1 1 - inch, dark-haired 
woman who had Ned the burning house, 
she said, "That sounds Hke Nancy 
Ling, t went to school with her. She 
must have used my name." 

From her sheet-people contacts m 
near-by Berkeley. Marilyn then learned 
that a Nancy Ling, a former ulfracon- 
servafive, Barry Goldwaler supporter in 
1964, had been living with a black, 
musician named Gilbert Perry. Sht 
found Perry, teamed that he and Miss 
Ling had been married, taped an in- 
terview with him about her background.

The com* 
munique set forth the SLA 's "death to 
the fascist insect" philosophy and also 
directly answered two points made by 
Marilyn in her news broadcasts. As a ; 
sardonic joke, the envelope in which 
the communique was delivered bore 
Marilyn’s name and Station KGED as 
the return address. 


Then, on Feb. 4* Patty Hears! was 
abducted from her Berkeley apartmenL 
Three days later, a communique from 
the SLA, accompanied by one of Patty s 
credit cards, announced that she had 
been taken as a "prisoner of war. 
Marilyn spent the weekend contacting 
: all ol her hundreds of sources in the 
San Francisco slums, in the streets 
| around the University of California in 
Berkeley, and in all the area's law-en- 
forcement agencies— asking for any 
information about the kidnaping. - 


iff Ihe next SLA communique, the 
voice of "General Field Marshal Cin- 
que" was heard for the first lime. 
Marilyn already knew that he was Oe- 
Freeze* and lhat Wheeler had probably 
aided him in Ihe kidnaping. She phoned 
Randolph Hear st and told him that she 
was going to identity DeFreeze and 
Wheeler on the ah. He begged her not 
to* and asked her instead to leN what 
I she knew to an FBI agent stationed 
1 with him. She did; Hears! then gave her 
a special unlisted number so she could 
keep in touch— the onfy reporter to be 
so favored during the entire ordeal. 

Two days later, Hears* phoned her ■ 
and told her to go ahead wi!h her 
story. "You’ve got it straight ” he said. 
She broad casl her findings on KQED's 
evening news of Feb, 14, and before 
| f finished," she says, "our switchboard ■ 
[ was swamped with calis. The story ^ I 


~On Mon day. Feb, 11, the 
bon came to her. Her phone rang at 
6:f0 A,M. and ah unidentified voice said. 
"There are two black escaped convicts 
in the SLA." The caller mentioned two 
names — Wheeler, and what sounded 
like "Diffuse" — and then hung up. 

All that day, Marilyn checked Cali- 
fornia's prisons. Finally, al Soledad. 
the warden told her that the preceding 
March a black man named Donald 
DeFreeze had been taken outside the 
main compound of Soledad to repair a 
boiler — and had simply walked away. 
She asked him if DeFreeze had had a 
nickname in prison. The warden said, 
"Yes. He called himself Cinque.” At 
Vacaville Prison Marilyn learned of the 
similar escape ol a convict there named 
There Wheeler in August 1973. In 
Berkeley she learned from her street- 
people about "a black dude, calls him- 
self Cinque (Sin-cue) and brags aboul 
being an escaped convict, trying to 
hook up with radical groups, but he 
was talking about such violence that we 
thought he was an agent of the police

Marilyn has had many firsts in the 
bizarre case (including exclusive in- 
terviews with ex-SLA associate Chris* 
topher Thompson, who was '‘sentenced 1 * 
to death by the SLA and later hidden 
for several days by Jeff Baker), but 
she is the first to admit that, like any 
investigative reporter, she has made 
her share of mistakes. 

“1 wasted days,” she said, "having 
Jeff check mountain caves marked on 
the SLA maps 1 found in the DoVolo 
house. My news director Joe Russin and 
t lost $300 at a midnight drop in an 
Oakland parking lot: we were supposed 
to get an SLA tape telling us where 
Patty was. Instead, the tape was fust a 
recording of a rock song — ^My Baby's 
Daddy Is a Millionaire.’ 

"t have also had changing views ot 
Patty Hears!, At first t thought she had 
been forced into the bank robbery, 
but it may be that she is fike Siffy 
Putty, someone who can be molded 
into anylhing anyone wants her lo be. 
My sources at Berkeley have told me 
that at various times she was thought 
to be a conservative, a liberal, a drug 
abstainer, a drug user— alt according 
to her associations at a given time. 
There's a lot of sex in the SLA. both 
heterosexual and homosexual; perhaps 
in a cloud of cobfus*on she has mis- 
taken that for the kind of true love that 
she thinks may have been missing in 
her family life and in her relationship 
with Steve Weed, her fiance, l it never 
forgef my con versa hon with Randolph 
Hears! after the firsi SLA tape with 
Patty's voice on it. t said, I've got two 
sons, and It either of them got into this 
kind ot trouble, he'd say some secret 
I hjnQ that only I could u &dersfanil '

On the other hand, it should be noted 
that Patty, in her taped messages* 
seemed clearly to be reading from a 
script prepared in advance, and if she 
was being forced fo read them, H is 
not tikety that the SLA would permit 
her to add any "secret things” of her 
own. And if she had, the SLA could 
easily have erased them. Also, such a 
signal* if subtle enough not to be 
noticed by the SLA, might also be so 
smalt as to elude her family. And 
: further, if the Hearsls had noticed some 
i small signal from 1 Patty* they might very 
weft be risking her trfe ft they made 
it public. Speculation of this soil, al- 
though attractive and almost unavoid- 
able. is also inconclusive. 

As an investigative reporter of some 
years* experience, I joined Marilyn on 
her beat lor four days. More than any- 
thing else, she is apparently fearless: 

, afier finding a neighborhood where 
i merchants had said the SLA's Mizmoon 
\ and Camilla Hail had made food and 
1 gasoline purchases, Marilyn went charg* 

[ mg into hostile* commune-type houses. 

J We had a clandestine meeting with 
Christopher Thompson, who is stilt hid' 

: ing out and still under the SLA's death 
sentence. Later we had a secret meet* 
mg with one of Marilyn + s law-enforce- 
ment contacts. She told him of Thomp- 
son’s predictions ol the SLA ‘5 next 
possible actions: he said. "For God’s 
sake* Marilyn, be careful!" 

The next day, in a newspaper in- 
f terview, Charles Bates, the FBI agent 
in charge of the case, paid Manlyn 
the ultimate tribute: ”1 wish to God we 
had that broad's connections." 

Marilyn s only reaction lo the grudg- 
ing compliment came that night before 
her KGED Newsroom telecast. She 
said* "This is the fifth show in a row 
where this underpaid, middle-aged 
abroad hasn't had the time to p ut on, hft; 
^TaJse eyelashes." ©

May 17, 1974, the LA PD advised that two vans had be en located 
at 1451 East 53rd Street, Los Angeles, one bearing California 
license 84650V. Subsequent investigation revealed that four 
white females, one white male, and one black male, all heavily 
armed, were currently inside a residence located at 1466 East 
54th Street, Los Angeles, California, Further, these individuals 
had stated to various residents of the area that they were mem- 
bers of the SLA. Shortly before 6:00 p.m.. May 17, 1974, LA PD 
SWAT Teams ordered the occupants of 1466 East 54th Street to 
surrender at which time a male Negro exited the residence. When 
no response was received from subsequent calls to surrender, tear 
gas was fired into the residence by the LAPD. This action was 
met by heavy gunfire from the residence, which was returned by 
law enforcement officers, including an FBI SWAT Team which had 
moved in to support the LAPD. Heavy gunfire continued and at 
approximately 6:30 p.m., evidence of a fire in the residence 
was observed. At approximately 6:45 p.m,, a black female, later 
identified as CHRISTINE JOHNSON, ran from the residence. At 
approximately 6:55 p.m,, gunfire ceased. At approximately 7*G0 . 
p.m., Los Angeles Fire Department units moved in to control the 
fire. After the fire was extinguished the Los Angeles County 
Coroner determined that bodies located in 1466 East 54th Street 
were those of three white females, one white male, and one Negro 
male. Due to the condition of the bodies, no identification 
could be made at that time. On May 19* 1974, an additional 
body was located in the ruins and determined to be that of a 
white female.

HUETT advised that on May 1 6, 1974, at about 4:30 in'!, ' 

the afternoon, he was rearranging fishing rods and fishing 

equipment with one of his employees, GARY MASON, ‘when a 
Caucasian male and female came into his store.

At approximately *1:10 p.m., a white male and white 
female entered the store and began browsing around, SHEPARD 
first observed the couple near the south wall of _ the store. 

After picking up several items the male left the female and 
went into the north section of the store, which contains, 
among other things, the athletic equipment and clothing, 

SHEPARD, who described himself as the manager of the athletic 
department of the store, thought he observed the male stuff 
something down the sleeve of his shirt. Due to the location of 
the male at the time, SHEPARD could observe him closely. SHEPARD 
believes that the male stuffed either a pair of sweat socks in a 
plastic virapper or a 30.06 caliber ammunition pouch in a plastic

SHEPARD stated when he first observed the couple 1 
they were walking together in the gun section of .the store but 
they soon separated.

At this point the couple walked out of. the stored 
and he followed them outside, SHEPARD' approached the male' 
and grabbed him by the right arm with his left tend, and at 
the same time asked him to come back In the store. At this 
time a struggle began and he tried to throw the male to the 
ground. The female grabbed SHEPARD by the shoulders and 
began pulling. SHEPARD then called to GARY MASON for help . 
and MASON pulled the girl off his back. SHEPARD threw the 
male to the ground and straddled his back and put one handcuff 
on his left wrist, clamping it tightly. 

At this point the male made a motion for a gun in 
his belt with his right hand.

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SHEPARD crawled behind a light pole north of the ” 
location of the struggle and he saw and heard three more 
bursts of gunfire from the individual in the van.

At this point, SHEPARD called “React Monitor" on his citizens 
band radio and advised he was in pursuit of robbery suspects, 
eastbound on Imperial. • 


The van turned south on Wilton Place and proceeded 
to 115th Street and turned left and proceeded to Ruthelen and 
turned south. The van stopped at about the lloOO block of 
Ruthelen and SHEPARD stopped about an eighth of a mile back " 
and observed the driver get out of the van and force a black 
couple in their mid thirties out of their 'Vehicle , a yellow 
1968 or 1969 Buick or Oldsmobile. Three persons got into the 
commandeered vehicle and continued south on Ruthelen, 

SHEPARD followed them for a quarter of a mile and 
stopped and entered a house on the corner and called the Ingle- 
wood Police Department. SHEPARD waited until a Sheriff's Office 
car and Inglewood Police car arrived. He talked to officers from 

both agencies and then started on hl3 way back to .the store.

As he was returning to the store he observed the 
vehicle commandeered from the black couple parked at the inter- 
section of 115th and Cimarron. The vehicle was surrounded by 
police officers. 

SHEPARD returned to the sporting goods store where 
everyone wanted to know where he had been. He also met a man 
in his early twenties with dark hair who, he was told, aided him- 
in the struggle in front of Mel's Sporting Goods Store. He 
thanked the man but never learned his name.

MECUM was then shown a spread of five photographs of white 
males, which included a photograph of WILLIAM TAYLOR HARRIS, 
After viewing these photographs, MECUM advised that the 
photograph of HARRIS resembled the individual who interrupted 
him shortly before the altercation occurred. He stated, how- 
ever, that this individual's hair was not as dark, nor did he 
wear glasses .
